Petitioners  allege  that  in  granting  the  variance  respond¬ 
ents  ignored  the  objections,  ignored  the  Borough  Superintendent, 
ignored  the  Community  Planning  Board,  failed  to  make  specific 
findings,  adjourned  the  meeting  without  due  notice,  were  arbitrary 
and  capricious  in  their  findings,  and  denied  petitioners  their  rights 
to  due  process. 

None  of  these  allegations  are  supported  by  the  facts.  The 
Board  complied  fully  with  the  notice  of  requirements  of  the  Rules 
of  Procedure  of  the  Board  of  Standards  and  Appeals. 

Furthermore  the  transcript  of  record  fully  discredits  the  alle¬ 
gation  that  the  variance  was  granted  arbitrarily.  The  Board 
looked  at  the  facts  in  light  of  the  statutory  mandate  as  regards 
to  zoning  variances  under  Section  72-21  of  the  Zoning  Resolution 
and  made  the  specific  findings  required  by  the  law  before  granting 
the  variance. 

In  this  case  we  cannot  find  that  the  Board  abused  its  dis¬ 
cretion  in  any  way  and  in  the  absence  of  that  finding  the  court 
cannot  substitute  its  judgment  for  that  of  the  Board. 

Therefore  motion  to  rescind  the  Board’s  resolution  is  denied.

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COURT  DECISION. 

Matter  of  Rego  Crescent  Corp.  v.  Joseph  B.  Klein,  et  al. — On 

January  28,  1975  the  Board  denied  the  application  based  on  a  de¬ 
cision  of  the  Borough  Superintendent,  under  Section  72-21  of  the 
Zoning  Resolution  to  permit  in  an  R2  district,  the  erection  of  a  one 
family  dwelling  that  encroaches  on  the  required  front  yards.  Calendar 
Number  182-74-BZ,  premises  affected  84-20  164th  Avenue,  southwest 
corner  of  85th  Street,  Block  14078,  Lot  89,  Howard  Beach,  Borough 
of  Queens. 

At  Queens  County  Supreme  Court,  Special  Term,  Part  I,  Mr.  Justice 
Livoti  rendered  the  following  decision: 

“.  .  .  This  is  an  Article  78  proceeding  to  review  and  annul 
the  determination  of  the  Board.  After  a  hearing,  respondent  was 
unable  to  make  a  specific  finding  that  the  variance,  if  granted, 
would  not  alter  the  essential  character  of  the  neighborhood,  nor 
substantially  impair  the  appropriate  use  of  adjacent  property,  nor 
be  detrimental  to  the  public  welfare.  The  court’s  review  is  limited 
to  ascertaining  whether  there  has  been  illegality,  arbitrariness  or 
an  abuse  of  discretion  and  does  not  extend  to  substituting  its 
judgment  for  that  of  the  Board. 

The  area  consists  of  relatively  new,  well-maintained  houses 
with  a  minimum  living  space  of  1,250  square  feet  and  a  market 
value  of  approximately  $80,000.  The  dwelling  petitioner  proposes 
would  be  appreciably  smaller  having  some  425  square  feet  of 
living  space  on  the  ground  floor  and  would  have  an  approximate 
market  value  of  $47,500.  The  Board  further  found  that  the 
proposed  dwelling  would  not  only  adversely  affect  the  building 
pattern  of  the  area,  but  would  limit  air  and  light  and  in  addition 
would  interfere  with  public  safety  by  limiting  the  visibility  at 
the  intersection  for  motorists  and  pedestrians. 

Under  the  circumstances,  the  action  of  the  Board  was  neither 
arbitrary  nor  capricious  and  accordingly,  the  application  is  denied 
and  the  petition  is  dismissed.  Submit  judgment  within  10  days 
from  the  date  of  decision.  .  .  .”

DESCRIPTION :  For  the  modular  systems,  the  DOT  ap¬ 
proved  Halon  1301  storage  cylinders  are  pressured  to  600  psi 
with  a  nitrogen  expellant.  The  cylinder  valve  has  two  ports, 
one  with  a  rupture  disc  and  one  used  for  filling  the  cylinder 
of  connections  to  the  solenoid  pilot  valve.  The  cylinders 
contain  up  to  35  pounds  of  Halon  1301.

On  October  10, 
1974  the  Board  of  Estimate,  acting  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
City  Planning  Commission,  rezoned  the  area  as  R3-1.  The  latter 
zoning  restricts  construction  to  single  or  two-family  residence, 
detached  or  semi-detached.  There  is  no  question  that  the  permit 
was  valid  and  petitioner  would  have  been  permitted  to  complete  the 
work  if  on  the  effective  date  of  the  amendment  all  work  on  the 
foundation  had  been  completed.  The  evidence  here  is  that  some 
but  not  all  of  the  pilings  were  sunk  and  that  no  other  work  was 
completed  on  the  site.  Petitioner  contends,  that  actions  of  govern¬ 
ment  agencies  and  private  individuals  prior  to  the  amendment 
barred  construction  on  the  site  and  by  reason  thereof,  and  the 
expenditures  of  monies,  it  has  acquired  a  vested  right  in  its  per¬ 
mit.

“...The  intervenor-respondent  appeals  from  a  judgment  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  Kings  County,  dated  January  8,  1975,  which 
after  a  hearing  held  pursuant  to  a  prior  order  of  this  court  (see 
Matter  of  Natchev  v.  Klein,  45  A.  D.  2d  725),  1)  granted  the

Matter  of  Stanley  Manor  Inc.  v.  Klein — On  March  4,  1975,  the 
Board  denied  the  application,  based  on  a  decision  of  the  Borough 
Superintendent,  under  Section  72-21  of  the  Zoning  Resolution,  to  per¬ 
mit  in  an  Rl-2  district,  on  a  plot  with  less  than  the  required  lot  area 
and  lot  width,  the  erection  of  a  one-family  dwelling  that  encroaches  on 
the  required  side  yard.  Calendar  Number  995-67-BZ — Vol.  II,  premises 
affected,  49-07  Browvale  Lane,  east  side,  354-13  feet  north  of  Anna- 
dale  Lane,  Block  8248,  Lot  19,  Douglaston,  Borough  of  Queens. 

At  Queens  County  Supreme  Court,  Special  Term,  Part  I,  Mr.  Jus¬ 
tice  Graci  rendered  the  following  decision: 

.  ,  Petitioner  seeks  to  review  and  annul  the  determination 
of  the  Board  of  Standards  and  Appeals  which  had  denied  a  vari¬ 
ance  to  petitioner  to  erect  a  one-family  house  on  a  substandard 
lot,  described  as  lot  19. 

Lot  19  consists  of  an  irregular  unimproved  lot  haying  a 
frontage  of  35.18  feet  by  approximately  163.80  feet,  and  is  situ¬ 
ated  in  an  Rl-2  district.  In  an  Rl-2  zoning  district,  the  minimum 
lot  for  a  single  detached  residence  is  60  feet.  It  is  apparent  that 


petitioner’s  lot  does  not  meet  requirements  as  to  the  frontage,  lot 
area  or  width  of  side  yards. 

After  reviewing  the  entire  record,  it  is  our  opinion,  petitioner 
was  not  entitled  to  a  building  permit  for  substandard  lot,  as  a 
matter  of  right,  under  Section  23-33 (b)  and  Section  23-48(b)  of 
the  Zoning  Resolution,  as  lot  was  not  owned  separately  and  indi¬ 
vidually  from  all  other  adjoining  tracts  of  land  both  on  the  effec¬ 
tive  date  of  this  resolution  and  on  the  date  of  the  application  for 
a  building  permit.  The  building  permit  originally  issued  was 
therefore  invalid  and  was  properly  revoked;  and  petitioner  acquired 
no  vested  rights. 

In  this  case  the  Board  did  not  base  its  denial  of  the  variance 
on  any  harm  to  the  community  interest;  and  the  petitioner  had 
indicated  the  severe  financial  loss  it  would  suffer  by  operation  of 
the  ordinance. 

However,  the  Board  did  base  its  denial  of  the  variance  on  the 
fact  that  petitioner  was  aware  of  the  Zoning  Resolution  and  its 
effect  on  lot  19;  and  that  any  hardship  petitioner  may  suffer  as  a 
result  of  said  lot  19,  with  knowledge  of  the  building  restrictions 
thereon,  was  self  created. 

It  is  settled  that  the  courts  will  not  interfere  with  the  deter¬ 
mination  made  by  the  Board,  which  denied  the  requested  area 
variance  where  as  here,  the  substandard  condition  resulted  from 
the  owner’s  own  decision  to  create  one  or  more  non-conforming 
plots. 

Accordingly,  the  motion  to  annul  the  determination  of  the 
Board,  which  had  denied  a  variance  to  the  petitioner  is  denied. 
Settle  order  .  .  .”

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COURT  DECISION 

Matter  of  Safeway  Auto  Body  Shop  v.  Klein — On  March  25,  1975, 
the  Board  denied  the  application,  based  on  a  decision  of  the  Borough 
Superintendent,  under  Section  72-21  of  the  Zoning  Resolution,  to 
permit  in  an  R5  district  the  enlargement  in  lot  area  and  floor  area  of 
an  existing  automobile  repair  shop  that  increases  the  degree  of  non¬ 
conformity.

At  Queens  County  Supreme  Court,  Special  Term,  Part  I,  Mr.  Justice 
Leviss  rendered  the  following  decision: 

“.  .  .  This  is  an  Article  78  proceeding  to  review  and  annul 
the  determination  of  respondent  Board  of  Standards  and  Appeals, 
which  denied  petitioners  application  for  a  variance.  The  Board’s 
denial  of  the  variance  was  based  on  its  inability  to  make  all  the 
necessary  findings  required  under  Section  72-21  of  the  Zoning 
Resolution.  Petitioner  contends  that  this  determination  was  arbi¬ 
trary  and  capricious. 

Petitioner  bears  the  burden  of  proving  its  lack  of  a  reasonable 
return  for  each  and  every  permitted  use  under  the  Zoning  Resolu¬ 
tion.  Petitioner  limited  its  proof  at  the  hearing  to  the  cost  of 
construction  of  a  one-family  dwelling,  although  an  R5  zoning  dis¬ 
trict  can  be  used  for  one  and  two-family  dwellings,  multiple  dwell¬ 
ings  and  community  facilities. 

A  perusal  of  the  return  submitted  on  the  application  at  bar 
is  more  than  adequate  to  substantiate  all  of  the  determination 
made  by  the  respondent.  Thus,  the  determination  is  not  either 
arbitrary  or  capricious  and  the  court  will  not  substitute  its  judg¬ 
ment  for  that  of  the  Board’s. 

Accordingly,  the  application  is  denied  and  the  petition  dis¬ 
missed.

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COURT  DECISION 

Matter  of  Envoy  Towers  Co.  et  al.  v.  Klein — On  July  23,  1974 
the  Board  granted  the  application,  based  on  a  decision  of  the  Borough 
Superintendent,  under  Section  72-21  of  the  Zoning  Resolution,  to 
permit  in  a  C6-4  district,  the  erection  of  a  twenty-story  mixed  building 
that  exceeds  the  permitted  floor  area  ratio  and  tower  coverage,  en¬ 
croaches  on  the  required  tower  setback,  exceeds  the  height  of  the  front 
wall  and  the  lot  area  requirements.  Calendar  Number  3-74-BZ,  premises 
affected,  846-850  Second  Avenue  and  301-303  East  45th  Street,  north¬ 
east  corner.  Block  1338,  Lots  1  and  3,  Borough  of  Manhattan. 

At  First  Judicial  Department,  Appellate  Division,  by  Stevens,  P.J. ; 
Kupferman,  Murphy,  Silverman  and  Lane,  J.J. 

“.  .  .  Judgment,  Supreme  Court,  New  York  County  (Ascione, 
J.),  entered  August  19,  1975,  dismissing  the  petition,  unanimously 
affirmed. 

The  respondent  Bims  Associates,  Inc.  is  the  owner  of  prop¬ 
erty  which  is  in  area  zoned  for  both  commercial  and  high-rise 
residential  construction.  The  lot  involved  is  rectangular  in  shape. 

The  owner  sought  an  area  variance  in  order  to  increase  the 
economic  viability  of  the  building  to  be  constructed.  The  sub¬ 
mission  of  Bims  to  the  Board  indicated  that  a  narrower,  25-story 
structure,  permissible  without  a  variance,  could  be  more  costly  to 
erect  than  a  20-story  wider  structure.  Additional  structural  width 
as  well  as  other  minor  modifications  would  however,  require  an 
area  variance. 

The  Board  acting  pursuant  to  Zoning  Resolution,  Section 
72-21,  found  the  property  to  be  uniquely  small  and  narrow,  and  a 
valuable  property,  which,  absent  variance,  would  not  afford  a 
reasonable  return  on  an  investment.  It  granted  the  variance. 

We  must  note  that  a  finding  of  “special  hardship”  prior  to 
granting  a  variance  is  limited  to  use  variances,  while  a  change  of 
area  may  be  granted  on  the  basis  of  practical  difficulties  alone. 

The  rationale  for  greater  leniency  in  the  standard  of  proof 
required  for  an  area  variance  is  that  such  a  variance  does  not  alter 
the  essential  character  of  the  zoned  district  as  a  variance  would. 
We  therefore  find,  under  the  circumstances  presented,  that  the 
determination  of  the  Board  was  neither  arbitrary  nor  contrary  to 
law.  Order  filed  .  .  .”
